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THE C P. R. OFPER TO MANITOBA. 

The generally accepted way to ar- 
rive at the market value of ang article 
or greperty is to offer it to publio 
competition. It is taken for granted 
that by reason of their desire to own 
the property the respective bidders 
wi'l compel each other to pay the full 
valus; while their expert knowledge— 
which th> scller may not have—will 
prevent them from going beyond that 
point. Ta lack of expert knowledge of 
railwey matters on the part of the 
pub'ir, who are the parties to one side 
of the Maagutoba railway. deal, to com- 


pare the offers mad by the two rival } 


companies for contro’ of the Northern 
Pecific lines would seem) to ba a fair, 
wey of reaching a conclusion as to the 
value of the bargain, finally entered 
isto hy the provincial government io 
tha people of the province. 

Shortly stated the Canadian North- 
ern bargain is that in consideration 
of the government guaranteeing pay- 
ment of an annual lability of $682,000 
it sccures the right to absolutely con- 
trol rates on provincial business over 
1,115 miles of railway for thirty years, 
taking a mortgags on the railway as 
sccurity, with the privilege of taking 
tha road over at the end of the thirty 
years at a valuation as a going con- 
eern, The question for the reople of 
Matitoba is whether or not they, are 
getting more than they are giving. 
Ths most favorable view. is that for 
the mere loan of thear credit they will 
sccure substantiel reductions in rail- 
Way rates, not only, on the 1,115 miles 


of Canadian Northern line, but 
throughout the province. And the 
least favorable view is that for a 


maximum yearly payment of $682,000 
they secure possibly ihe cutting in half 
of the present Tawlway, rates, paid by 
the provine, practically on all lines 
Operating within its limits, Ta any; 
it a matter of giving for 
the sake of getting, and the goodness 


of the bargain from the point of view 
of the province, depends on the propor- 


tion of the getting to the giving. The 


cass is 


advantage to the province. in the 
bargain, rests upon the Supposition 
that presert railway rates are ex- 


mhessive. If they are really excessive, 
the bargain may very well be a good 
one. If they are not excessive, it is 
certainly a very bad one, 

The C. P, R. offer differs entirely 
from that of the Canadian Northern 
in that it apparently offers something 
for nothing. The only consideration 
asked, by the C. P. R. in its final offer 
fo. the payments, reductions, and ex- 
tensions which it proposed to make is 
a reductuog in taxation from iwo per 
cent to one pe ceni of its earnings, 
a reductwa so trifling in comparison, to 
the offers made by tie company that 
it is umpossrble to resist the conclusion 
that it was only, asked for to be given 
up if that would close the bargain, 
and therefore may, be left entirely out 
of a business calculation. 

Tho C. P. R. offered to tay: for the 
lease Of the Northern Pacific lines 
$550,000 in the first thirty vears more 
than the Canadian Norihern was asked 
to pay. 

As the C. P. R. is an uaquestionably 
solvent institution this would mean 
not oaly a profit of $550,000 in 30 years 
to the Manitoba government, but it 
would mean pelief trom the liability of 
fayment of an average amount of 
$236,000 a year on account of these 
lines under the bargain with ihe Cana- 
dian Northern, The C. P. R. offer 
(would relieve the credit of the pro- 
vine to that extent, and therefore rep- 
resents a value in actual cash, which, 
however, cannot be estamated for pur- 
poses of calculation, 

The C. P. R. offered to reduce the 
rate on grain apd flour to Fort Wil- 
liam 1il-%o per 100 after Sept. Ist, 
1901, and an additiopal 1-2. per hun- 
dred each succeeding September until 
a total reduction of ic per 100 had 
been made, giving u ten cent rate be- 
tween Waanipeg and Lake Superior, 
after September, 1906. 

They offered to reduce the rate on 
salt from Lake Supemor to Winnipeg 
to i5c per huudred pounds, with pro- 


portionate rates to other provincial 
poiats. : 
They offered to reduce the rate on 


coal from Lake Superior to Winnipeg 
to $2.50 a ten, with proportionate rates 
iv other provincial points. 

They offered to place the local rates 
within the province and between pro- 
vincial points and Lake Superior under 
the control of tue Erevince,

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They offered to gay $5,000 a year 
towards the safary of a competent rail- 
way man appointed by the province 
to aid in deciding on proper local rates 
and to deal with disputes between the 
company and the government. 

They. agreed to build this year 50 
miles of new line. 

These figures constitute a basis for 
approximate calculation as to the an- 
nual cash value to the proviuve of the 
offer of the C. P. R. and incidentally, an 
idea as to what extent the present 
railway rates may be reduced and 
still leave a satisfactory margin of 
profit to the company. If the C. P. R. 
can reduce their rates so much and pay 
out so much cash’ besides for na con- 
sideration whatever except a monop- 
oly of the traffic, it is plain that there 
is room for even greater reductions 
in the rates,—suchi as are provided for 
in the pargair with the Canadian 
Northern, aad upon the practicability 
of which the advantage of that bar- 
gain hangs, Ibe offer of the C. P. R. 
is the strongest argument ever put 
forward in support of the contention 
that the people of Manjloba have been 
bled by railway rates, and is the most 
complete justification for the great 
responsibilities that have been assum- 
ed in xonmection with the Canadian 
Nocthern bargain, What do the C. P. 
R. ¢xpect to get. by the offer of such 
reductions in rates and payments in 
cash? The company must ‘odeed have 
come under new management if it is 
influenced merely by the desire sug- 
gested im the letter of Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy to aid the province in avoiding 
the results of a bad bargain, Its 
Ouly possible business reason is that 
by making certain specific reductions 
aod mgney payments now, it avoids 
being compelled to make, stili greater 
reductions in the future by the com- 
petition of the Canadian Northern un- 
der the terms of the bargain to which 
Mr. Shaughnessy so strenuously ob- 
jects. If it is worth to the C. P. R. 
what Mr, Shaughnoessy's offer gays it 
is worth to prevent the completion of 
the bargain with the Canadian North- 
erm and the competition in rates re- 
sulting from that »argain, it is clearly 
worth at least as much to the people 
of Manitoba to have the barguin com- 
pleted, Mr. Spaughuessy's ofter gives 
a tixed vaiue to the Canadian North- 
ern bargain in the eyes of people who 
are not railway experts which it could 
not otherwise uave possessed. For in 
all questions of railway values, the ac- 
curacy and completeness of Mr. 
Shauganessy’s knowiedge.will be as 
udiversaily conceded, as will his loy- 
alty to the uiterests of his company, 
irrespective of the imterests of the 
pblic, If Mr. Shaughnessy is willing 
to give a Leni cent rate to Lake Super- 
ior and puly out a great deal of cash 
besides that is absoiuta proof that ten 
cents is more than the service cam be 
profitably performed ior; and there- 
fore it would not be sound public 
policy om the part of the people of 
Mauitoba to accept a ten cent rate 
as a final settlement of the railway 
question,.which is the plain and only 
purpose of the C. P. R. offer. 

To get ag idea of the cash! value of 
tha C. P. R. offer it ig necessary to re- 
due it to annual payments ona t{hirtgy 
years’ term. 

The company agreed to pay as bonus 
on the Northern Pacific rentals $10,- 
009 a year for the iurst tew years, $20,- 
000 a year for second ten, and $25,000 
a year for the) third tea, a total pay- 
ment of $550,000 or $18,333 a year, 

Or an estunated export of 15,000,000 
bushels of wheat or its equivalent. in 
flour the reductions in rates in the 
first five years would be $1,125,000, 
and $360,000 for each year afterwards, 
or an avgxage yearly reduction of 
$337,833, 

Withogt having at hand the former 
rate in salt, or the quantity, imported, 
only ah estimate can be made of the 
advantage to the province from the re- 
duction offered, Hut an estimate (will 
ive, an idea of the value. proportioned 
to the actual import whatever it may 
be. Supposing the reduction is to be 
5a per buodred pounds and the annual 
unport 200 cars of 20,000 pounds each, 
—all figures well within the mark— 
the saving would be $2,000 a year, 

The lack of figures on the coal rates 
and imports again makes more than 
a esuumate impossible; but placing the 
reduction at 50c a ton, and allowing a 
population of 45,000 to Winnipeg, di- 
vided into 9,000 housebolds using aa 
ab average four tons of coal each! in 
a season, and supposing Winnipeg to 
consume half the eastern coal burn- 
ed in the province, we have a saving 
of $36,000 a year. As western coal has 
to meet the pwice of eastern cual dn 
Manitoba the reduction made would 
affect the prige of all coal burned} in 
the province which brings the estimat- 
ed saving on coal well within the mark, 

No basis is at hand for the calcula- 
tion of the #ossible advaniage from 
the provincial control ef local rates of- 
fered by the company, but as these 
rates are acknawiedged to be very 
high it is fair to assume a profit to 
the province by, the reduction wader 
provincial control of aot less than 
$100,000 a year. . 

The offer of a salary to a railwialy 
expert to be appointed by government, 
is a fixed figuny of $5,000 a year, 

The agreement to build 50 miles: of 
new line this year meant building 
without benus, for if the compa ny 
boued themseivas to build, no govern- 


ment would offer them a bonus far do+ 
ing so. The usua.! provincial bonus, is 
$1,760 a mile and the usual Dominion 
bonus $3,200, so that this feature of 
the offer meant piractically a payment

In round fagures and roughly speak- 
ing the C. P. R. are willing to pay half 
a million dollars a year as the price of 
retaining their present monopoly, and 
so kexwping the wheat rates from going 
below a fixed figure, They have offer- 
ed fo fag, afmest as much to retain 
monopoly as the province has render- 
ed, itself liable to pay to break monop- 
oly. If it is worth), half a million dol- 
lans a year: to the C. P. R. to prevent 
competitive rates it must certainly be 
worth as much to the people of Mani- 
toba to secure such rates,. for whoever 
carries the trafiicg, or. whatever the 
rates are, the people pay all that is 
paid in any, case, r 

The offer of thea C, P. R. establishes 
the belief of that company. that pres- 
ent rates will permit of the reductions 
offered and still pay, operating expen4 
ses ied interest on the company’s over 
papitalization, If the reduced rates 
will do this over C. P. R. lines, why 
will they not pay operating expenses 
and interest on the lesser capitalization 
provided by the bargain with the Cana- 
dian Northern over the lines of that 
company? If they will do that,—and 
the offer of the C. P. R. is the evidenjoe 
that they, can,—the province is as safe 
from having to meet an increased lia- 
bility under the Canadian Northern 
bargain as it would be under the C. P. 
R. offer, ang as traffic increases will 
get the benefit of that increase of traf- 
fic in still further reduced rates,—the 
contiagency. which the C .P. R. offer 
was made to prevent, and which could 
only be attalned by some such arrange- 
ment as that wath the Canadian Nortb- 
ern. The C. P. R. offer is the best evi- 
dence that competition under the 
Canadian’ Northern bargain will be ef- 
fective. If the prospect of competi- 
tion has produced this magnificent re- 
sult it would be suicidal for the peo- 
ple of Manitoba to drop the weapon 
by which it was achieved,--that is con- 
trol of rates to the point of leaving 
out of consideration tbe earning of \in- 
terest on cost. 

It was only to-be expected that such 


a radical departure in railway policy, | 


and the assumyition of such serious ob- 
ligations by the province of Manitoba, 
would bring out a ‘great deal of start- 
led criticism. A protest has been sign- 
ed) by a number of prominent business 
men in Winnipeg against the deal as 
it stands. But the protest is against 
details and not against the general 
principle. Details upon some of which 
the signers may have been mistaken 
and on others ia which fiaws may{ be 
guarded against. By the timely pub- 
lication of the terms of tha Canadian 
Northern bargain and the C. P. R. of- 
fer, ali parties interested have every 
opportunity, fo criticize, support or 
oppose. No one is being taken by sur- 
prise and all is being done in broad 
daylight, his in itself is recognized 
as a strong point in favor of Lhe bar- 
gai?d_and is as radical 2 departure from 
usual procedure as is the deal itself, 
The ablest minds in Manitoba have the 
opportunity of bringing their best ef- 
forts to bear to amend, in the way of 
sufeguarding the interests of the pro- 
vince, No doubt the Canadian North- 
ern, exposed to the strong standing 
competition of the >, P. R. offer, will 
be willing to concede where conces- 
sion is necessaly,—thereby showing 
again the advantages of competition. 
At the same timd,tbere is very little 
doubt that if the C, P. R. could afford 
to offer balfa million a year for thirty 
years to preveat the bargain from be- 
ing made with the Canadian Northern 
that company could also afford to take 
expensive illegitimate means to pre- 
vent the raiewation of the bargain 
—and no one wiil accuse them of being 
unwilling to resort to such means to 
gain their ends, The public will have 
to wateh very carefully to distingu- 
ish between a criticism intended to piro- 
tect the interests of the province and 
criticism intended to protect the inter- 
ests of the C. P. R. There is no doubt 
that public sentiment not only favors 
but demands a way of escape from pre- 
sent conditions, The C. P. R. offer 
while softening thos2 conditidap. for 
the present would strengthen them for 
the future, The Canadian :Northern 
bargain, while possibly not so favor- 
atle for the present as the C. P. R 
offer, provides a means of permanent 
relief. If the details of the bargain 
are not what they ought to ba there 
is plenty of time and opportunity ta 
perfect them. The people gi Mani- 
toba have the game in their own bands, 
It is for thems to play, it; or say they 
don’t want what they have been shout- 
ing for during the past fifteen years,— 
that is a definate and permanent con- 
trol of railway rates.

The administration of justica would 
scarcely call for even passing com- 
ment in the gofumns of an agriculiural 
journal, were it aot for the fact, that 
this service appears to present enor- 
mous ities in the way of econo- 
mising, thus readering available, under 
provincial government, increased 
funds for the development of the agri- 
cultural and pastoral industries of the 
west. To begin with, we wish to direct 
attention fo the cold fact, that it costs 
considerably over one-half miliion of 
dollars to police the Territories! The 
total cost of policiag British Columbia, 
collecting all taxes, providing a forest 
ranging system and a multiutde of 
other seryices is about $70,000 per any 
num, or less than one-eighth of what 
ihe Northwest Mounted Police costs, 
The Indian gopulation of the coast 
province is 25,000; that of the Terri- 
tories 18,000, The former has an enor- 
mous number of extensive mining 
camps, the latter oply one cr two. It 
is well known that a mining population 
presents peculiar difficulties in main- 
taining law and order, When a com- 
parison is made between Manitoba and 
the Territories in that respect, the re- 
sult is even more startling. The 
mouoted police is a most dashing, and 
excellent force from a military point 
of view,.a credit to Canada and tothe 
Empire—but it comes uncommonly 
high, The total expenditure for edu- 
cation, public works and agriculutre in 
the Territgries is only, about $300,000, 
The amount devoted to agriculture 
alons is less than $17,000! Suyiposing 
the new province could be policed for, 
say $100,000 (apparently a very l'beral 
amcuot), what enormousavenues of 
possibilities present themselves for the 
expenditure annually of the remaining 
more or less, in the way of 
developing agriculture and providing 
roads and bridges badly; required by 
the settlers row ia the country. We 
cannot bring ourselves to believe, that 
the residents of the Territories are such 
a lawless lot, that this abnormal ex- 
penditure for maintaining order, how- 
ever necessary it may have been'in the 
“dark ages’” long since past, is still de- 
fensible, j 

Our farmer and rancher readers wil} 
agree with us, that the whole subject 
of provincial establishment is one 
which concerns them and their busi- 
ness interests very closely. We de not 
invite discussion on the political side 
of the subjxt, but it would be interest- 
ing to learn our readers’ opinions as to 
whether agriculture and stock’ raising 
in the Territories could better be de- 
veloped under provincial status, than 
under the present arrangement and 
how, There is ample scope for reflec- 
tion,

THE EXTENT OF THE EPIDEMIC. 


In view of the exaggerated reports 
of the nature and extent of the sup- 
posed, small pox epidemic here the fol- 
lowing signed statement has been is- 
sued by the town) and board of trade, 
for the iaiormation of all intending 
seltlers and any others who may be 
interested: 

Edmonton, Aita., March ist. 

It has been resolved at a joint meet- 
ing of the board of trade and (he town 
council of Edmonton that the follow} 
ing statement of facts regarding the 
epidemic at present prevalent in the 
Edmonton district and elsewhere 
throughout the Northwest Territories 
be published in the local press and in 
such other papers in otber places as 
ave wuling to pudlish the same in or- 
der so far agp possible to minimize ‘the 
evil regultts to this district of the lmit- 
ed quaruntine al present established 
by the Northwest government and 
more partaeularly of the untruthful re- 
ports circulated regarding the extent 
and character of the disease, As to 
the character of the disease, medically 
considered, the above named _ bodies 
have nothing to say. Medical opinions 
differ as to whether the disease is simai] 
pox, varioloid, or chicken pox. What 
we bave now to state is simply in brief 
the unquestioned facts of the siluation, 

1, ‘The disease has existed since be- 
fore snow fail Jast autumn al various 
pieces in the countny and to a slight 
exient in the town. As none of the 
medical men reported it as dangerous 
and no steps were taken lo ciose the 
schools or isolate the cages for months 
after the epidemic commenced, it may 
readily be inferred that the disease 
was not considered a dangerous one. 

2, Up to date not one, death has oc- 
curred, 

3. In only a very iew cases has the 
patient been so ill as to cause any 
tear of a fatal result, Carefu! inquiry 
has brought to our notice only one 
case in which the medical attendant 
considered death likely. 

4. In the vegy, large majority of the 
cases the patients have not even been 
confined to the house but have moved 
about and have attended to their or- 
dinary duties while the eruption was 
out upon them, and of those who were 
confined to the house only a very small 
y«oportion have been ill gnough to be 
kept in bed. 

5. After inquiring we know of no 
cas ‘in which pitting has resulted. 

6. The town councjl of Eémonton in 
doing everything in its power to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease, is act- 
uated uot vy fear.of the disease, but 
rather by a desire to put a speedy 
end to the inconvenience aud expense 
caused by the quarantiue imposed by 
ihe government. An isolated hospital 
has been provaded in charge of a com- 
petent medical man at great expense 
to the town, ‘Dhe number of cases in 
the hospatat to-day is 27 of whem only 
3 are il] enough to be confined to bed. 
The others are moving around and 
pass the t ume aS begt they car with 
games and reading, ; 

7. Houses from which patients are 
sent to the hospital are rigidly quar- 
antined and the vigilance of the au- 
thorities is such that it is almost im- 
possible for a case to escape their 
knowledge. : 

8 No fear of the disease on its re- 
sults exists, either im the town or 
country. Whatever it may be from 
a medical point of view, it ir regarded

by the fopulation generally as a 
harmless eruptive disease. 

9. From the best information avail- 
able it is believed the epidemic is pre- 
valent in other parts of the Northwest 
Territories, British Columbia, Mani- 
toba and elsewhere in Canada as also 
very extensively in the United States 
and that its mild character and the 
absence of death from it characterizes 
the epidemic wherever found. 

10. A very large proportion of the 
town people has been successfully vac- 
cinated and it is the universal upinion 
of the pubfic that the risk to settlers 
arriving in the country who have been 
vaccinated is trifling.
